HOOSIERIA (25 Deeeaber 1903) * One could say that tits Papal Tiara was not really being 
put to a new use at all as a out bowl at the First Annual High Holy Xnas Orgy, Diplomacy 
Tournament, and Fish Fry, but rather was sinply being extended in its normal function of on- 
circling a nut by including acre varieties within Its golden boundaries. 

BACK FQRTT (28 December 1903) « In a glowing account of Her Majesty s s appearance at the 
^apal Fish Fry, Hoosieria *s rag sheet, The Kooeior Archaic, revealed in an exclusive inter- 
view with Queen Suzanne the source of her com eon pipe, ♦'That com cob pipe was handed down 
to as from ay great^gr^t-grandaother, Queen fehala.

such better than foresight. If Russia had moved RA Galiola to Vienna, RA Rumania to Budapest, 
and RA Ukraine (S) RF Sevastopol to Rumania, he would have held Galacia and Rumania, "but at 
the risk of losing Sevastopol. A Turkish army in Sevastopol along with no Russian build would 
have been poison. But Russia did risk losing Sevastopol anyway, 

Turkey could have taken Sevastopol, but an army in Rumania can prove more immediate use 
to the alliance. With TA Rumania, IF Black Sea and TA Armenia, Sevastopol can be hit vith 
three units. Russia's build of RA Moscow assures that he can hold Sevastopol by moving RA 
Moscow and RA Ukraina (S) RF Sevastopol. RA Budapest is in a bind. RF Sevastopol and RA 
Ukraina (S) RA Budapest to Rumania could be blocked by TF Black Sea (S) TA Rumania and TA Ar- 
menia to Sevastopol. This does risk losing Rumania to Sevastopol unless AA Vienna hits Buda- 
pest. But if Turkey moves TF Black Sea and TA Armenia (S) TA Rumania to Sevastopol, he not 
^Snly gets a trade, but he wipes out Russia's southern fleet while Austria can take both Gali- 
ola and Budapest. 

AA Vienna (S) AA Bohemia to G&licia would assure that RA Ukraina couldn't support RA Buda- 
pest to Galicia. AA Greece to Serbia along with the above would assure that either Serbia or 
Galiola would be taken while AA Bulgaria and TF Black Sea could support TA Rumania. AA Bul- 
garia (S) AA Greece to Serbia would assure that Austria, would, take Serbia, TF Black Sea (S) 
TA Rumania and Tf Armenia to Sevastopol would hold Rumania unless Russia moved RA Ukraina and 
RA Budapest (S) RF Sevastopol to Rumania. Then TA Rumania would be wiped out. However* RF 
Rumania could only be supported by RA Budapest and RA Ukraina (Sevastopol probably being a 
standoff) while it could be hit by TP Black Sea, AA Bulgaria, AA Serbia, and AA Galicia. AA 
Vienna could hit Budapest while TA Armenia was convoyed and supported into Rumania. AA Serbia 
(S) AA Vienna to Budapest would be sure to go and Turkey could take Rumania by moving TA Ar- 
menia to Sevastopol and AA Bulgaria and AA Galiola (s) IF Black Sea to Rumania. Putting one 
of the Austrian armies into Rumania would give feetter position, but leave Turkey without a 
build. 

There is the question of Italy. The convoy of IA Tunis to Albania does look hostile. 
Combines with XA Venice to Tyrolia, it ceuld be quite different. If X& Venice had moved to 
Trieste, Venice would be left open. IA Venice to tyxolia covers their flank from Germany, 
and IA Tyrolia to Trieste along with IA Albania to Trieste will keep out RA Budapest. But 
will Italy help Austria while still trying to take a supply center from Austria's ally? 

The French builds along with FA Burgundy (s) GA Kiel to Munich are confusing, perhaps 
deliberately so. France has carefully saved up a build so that he is sure of getting one next 
winter. With Russia, Austria, Turkey, and Italy all tangled together, it hardly looks like 
he needs to. Of oourse, Russia has three units In the north s but he and Germany haven't been 
working together too well lately. 
^ A build of FA Marseilles seems to be aimed at Italy. However, builds of FF Marseilles 
ind PA Paris could move FF Marseilles to Iyon, FA Burgundy to Marseilles, and FA Belgium (S) 
FA Baris to Burgundy in the spring to be followed either by FF lyon (s) FA Marseilles to Pied- 
mont or by FF law to Tyrrhenian instead. FA Marseilles can be blocked by a suspicious Italy 
moving IA Tyrolia to Piedmont. So FA M&rseillea cannot be sure of troubling Italy, nor does 
he appear to need to oonsider Mocking Italy in the present situation* 



FF Brest Is almost surely aiwed north, FA Uelgium to Holland, FF Lr«fldon (S) FF English 
s Channel to North Sea, FF Liverpool to Uorth Atlantic, and FF test to Mid-Atlantic mil block 
the Berth Sea unless RF Ksrwegian, RF Norway, and GF Denmark get together on It, In this 
ease, Franc© would have the North Atlantic. A nove of FF Boast to l*Ld~Atla»tlc Mould allow 
moving to thd North Atlantic on the next move, iff Norwegian to Ciyde and RF Norway to Nor- 
wegian would put twp units on Edinburgh, but France would take either Holland or the North 
Sea. Then Edinburgh could be held FF North Atlantic to Clyde and FF North Sea to Norwe- 
gian, This would risk the loss of Liverpool > so It sight be better to so after Holland or 
Helgoland, 

Russia probably has enough trouble in the south without bothering France , France nay he 
playing the game of malt«and-see as he did at the start. In his place, I'd be going all out 
fox Germany before the other four powers get tilings settled.

In Hoosier Archives #66, Steve Noalk authored an article entitled "Why Turkey?" to ex- 
plain why he thought it was better for Russia to ally with Austria vice Turkey e At the end of 
the article, he asked for anyone to prove hia wrong* Our Grudge Cane analysis!. Rick Brooks, 
attempts this below. Care for a rehutal, Steve? 

WHY NOT TURKEY? 
by Rick Brooks 

My favorite country is Russia and I sake no bones of the fact that I prefer a Turkish 
alliance. X drew and won ay first two games with Russia on a l$ng~tera Turkish alliance e I c m 
currently playing Russia in four games. In one, X have a long- tern alliance with Turkey c In 
two others, I had one. Only in the fourth did X avoid even trying for one, and that was due 
/-<to previous experience with the other player's ©*fcyle of play. 

There are several reasons why X prefer this alliance. First, the Black Sea makes a bet* 
ter defensive area than the land area between Austria and Russia e 

Seoond is the natter of momentum. While Austria and Russia are sopping up Turkey, their 
"tacks** are to the rest of the powers. After the fall of Turkey, both must turn their forces 
and bring then back across their territory to attack unless one attacks the other. In con- 
trast, when Russia and Turkey have sopped up Austria, both are aimed out* ,rd toward the rest 
of the board. It is such more sensible for Turkey to go after Italy as they have probably al- 
ready locked horns over Trieste, 

Third, Turkey and Russia can auch more easily fora the classic "elephant and whale" alli- 
ance than can Austria and Russia. Turkey has three centers to build fleets in to Austria's 
one. Turkey can also afford to build almost all fleets due to his excellent defensive posi- 
tion while Austria oust build armies in caee Italy and/or Germany (or even Russia) prove 
troublesome. Turkey also probably will only have Serbia as the only landlocked center to wor- 
ry about, as the rest can be supported ty fleets. With mainly fleets, Turkey cannot attack 
Russia very well and is almost compelled to enter the Mediterranean for expansion. 

Fourth, a fast drive through Austria usually has Russia and Turkey ready to move on be- 
fore France, England, and Germany have quite settled their differences. While Turkey has a 
much better defensive position than Russia, he is between Italy and Russia where Italy .say be 
looking for an alliance as Italy is most usually odd man out. 

As Russia, X prefer to get both Turkey and Italy after Austria. This gets Austria out of 
the way faster and also has Italy in position to help me if Turkey doesn't fleet up or do 
other naughty things.
